reached for consideration when ealled 
up by the Chairman, It puts ipdivid- 
ual members at a disadvantage, and is 
intended to Ooppfess them and injure 
their influence. It declares that the 
proposition to make 100 members a 
quorum in Committee of the Whole, 
and enabling the Committee of the 
Whole to close debate at pleasure, 
trespassed on the well-established 
usages in the past, and is unwise. It 
characterizes the rule giving the 
Speaker the power to count a quorum 
as the most radical, most dangerous 
innovation proposed by the majority, 
totally overthrowing the construction 
of a_proper motion. In the early days 
such prostitution of legitimate motions, 
caused by anger, wilfulness or party 
zeal was not so much as named among 
legislators.. To-day the abuse has 
grown to sueh proportions that the 
pacliamentary law which governs 
American assemblies has found it 
necessary to keep pace with the evil 
and enable the majority, by the inter- 
vention of the presiding officer, to 
meet by extraordinary means. the ex- 
traordinary abuse of power on the part 
sometimes of very few members. ; 
It is argued that this does not 
confer dangerous power, and the 
Speaker will nct dare to act 
in the face of a majority against him. 
Considering the question of providing 
that 100 memberd’ shall constitute a 
quorum in the Committee of the 
Whole, the report states that this

“Tt is, sir, a striking illustration 
of the irony of fate that while Lin- 
coln, in the hour of victory, feli by 
the bullet of an assassin, the victim 
of the subsiding: passions of tbe 
war, his great antagonist survived 
for a quarter of a century. and died 
peacefully in honor and prosperity. 
Sir, the Northern press, with sin- 
gular unanimity, referred to him 
in terms of respect and honor, and 
not with malevolence or hatred. 
He had steadfastly “refused the 
amnesty which would readily have 
beén granted; and declined to be- 
come a citizen of the United 
States. 

“He had devoted his time and 
strength to the explanation and 
justification of the purposes of the 
South in its effort to destroy the 
Union. In response to the an- 
nouncement of his death, for- 
warded by the Mayor of New Or- 
leans, the Secretary of War ex- 
plained .in mild and deferential 
terms the reason why it was 
thought best to take no public no- 
tice of his decease and to withhold 
the usual demonstrations for one 
who had occupied a place in the 
Cabinet of a -President of, the 
United States. There is in N orth- 
ern Mississippi a town by the 
name of Aberdeen. It is a seat of 
justice, I believe also of learning, 
and a place of considerable conse- 
guence. On the ‘occasion of the 
death of Jefferson Davis, Aberdeen 
was shrouded in mourning; the 
United States Courthouse . was 
draped ; the national flag that the 
Secretary of War declined to lower 
was at half-mast on the Govern- 
ment building; the tenebre was 
chanted in the churches, and the 
entire community gave indica- 
tions, as they had a right to do, of 
the profoundest solenmity and 
woe. Asan additional method of 
expressing their grief, they con- 
structed an effigy, which was sus- 
pended upon a cable across the 
principal street of the town and 
labeled ‘Red Proctor, the Traitor’ 
— ‘Red,’ I suppose, being the 
contraction of Redfield, which 
is, I believe, the first name 
of the Secretary of war— 
and there it swung as an indication 
of the affliction of the citizens of 
Aberdeen at the death of Jefferson 
Davis. 

“Into the town of Aberdeen™a 
few days before had. came a jour- 
neyman tinner by the name of 
Franz. He was a citizen of Indi- 
ana. His politics were unknown. 
He was white. He was twenty-five 
years of age, of Siestnntieeveoters.

There is an industry of vast impor- 
tance carried onin this city, says the 
Philadelphia Press, that comparatively 
few Philadelphians are aware of, and 
probably three-fourths of the million 
residents of the city are totally ignorant 
of its existence. Nevertheless, it is one 
of the powerful factors in Philadelphia's 
collection of industries, and carries the 
fame of the Quaker City into foreign 
countries that many other home produc- 
tions fail to reach. 

The manufacture of gold-filled watch 
cases is the industry in question, and 
one thousand skilled -artisans are daily 
employed in’ their production. As the 
filled watch case is of Philadelphia 
birth, and the unrivaled product of 
Quaker City watch factories, it should 
be a source of special pride to those who 
dote on home-manufactured articles. 

The. filled case. has an entertaining 
history. A dingy old. building at Dock 
and Walnut streets. was its birthplace. 
Thirty-two years ago a watch-case maker 
was puzzied about the tendency of the 
low carat gold in his cheap cases to 
tarnish. For their selling price he 
could nét furnish a better quality; but 
the persistence with which the cases 
would tarnish was a source of much 
thought to him. The case-maker’s 
name was Reese Peters, and his em- 
ploye was the workman to whom credit 
is due for the great industry which 
finds its leading exponents in Phila- 
delphia. -James Boss was the workman, 
and he was continually experimenting 
with acids and metals. In his anxiety 
to procure a better watch’ case Reese 
Peters unconsciously furnished the idea 
which resulted in the patenting of the 
filled case. 

One day in sheer desperation Peters 
told Boss if he could get a good quality 
gold-wearing surface, with a base cen- 
ter and a low-carat inside, there wasa 
fortune in the idea.

Two plates 
of gold were laid on either side of a cen- 
tral piece of metal, which after being 
rolled out to the desired consistency by 
heavy mills were placed under the ma- 
chine and struck off by a die. It was 
only by the finest calculation and level- 
ing process that the surfaces would 
cling to each other without the aid of 
solder. 

Boss surmounted ‘the difficulty and 
made the three surfaces so smooth that 
they became adhesive, and the suction 
established would allow one plate to 
bear the other's weight withoutartificial 
aid. Boss was in high spirits over his 
success and soon forwarded the model of 
his machine to Washington. The patent 
was granted, and the first cases made 
were known as the James Boss filled 
watch cases. Peters took his workman 
into partnership, and for several years 
they hada complete monopoly of the 
business. 

The first appearance created a big 
sensation in the jewelry business, for 
the idea of making a gold case outof 
any thing but gold had never been en- 
tertained. The patent was regarded to 
be the most important ever known to 
the trade and Boss cases were eagerly 
purchased. So confident were the pat- 
entees of the superiority of their new 
case that they furnished a written guar- 
antee with every case, stipulating that 
unless the case wore for twenty years 
they would refund the money of the 
purchaser. This shrewd licy mae 
the filled cage more famous than ev@r, 
and they could not be made rapidly 
enough to supply orders. Boss solid oit 
his patent 4 few years later to John 
Stuck hart, a case-maker, who continu(id 
their manufacture until he died fron‘a- 
disease contracted while using the aci\s 
needed to prepare the plates.

When the patents expired they were 
eagerly appropriated by watch-case com- 
panies, and the filled case was manu- 
factured in far larger quantities than 
gold cases ever were. 

Philadelphia has retained the lead 
she secured, and is in the van of all 
filled-case manufacturing cities. Near- 
ly 500,000 gold-filled cases is the yearly 
capacity of our factories. They can not 
be distinguished from a solid gold case. 
The wearing surface isof fine-quality 
gold and the composition lies between 
this and another plate of gold that com- 
poses the inside of the case. 

The filled case of to-day is vastly dif- 
ferent in appearance from the pioneers 
of Boss’ time. They are graceful and 
handsome, and the engraver can display 
his art upon them as successfully as he 
can beautify the solid gold case. Then 
they were made by band, but now the 
most valuable machinery produces them 
with great rapidity.

The following queer marriage noticés 
have been culled from old newspapers 
published within the iast- hundred 
years. Some of them seem, it must be 
admitted, to have been made up for the 
occasion, says the Youth’s Companion, 
and we do not vouch for the fact that 


any one of the notices are genuine, ex- 


cept the first,,which reports the mar- 
riage of one of the most famous New 
Hampshire politicians. 

In Concord, N. H., February 3, 1814, 
Mr. Isaac Hill, one of the editors of the 
Patriot, to Miss Susan Ayer, daughter 
of Captain Richard Ayer: 

As I walked out the other day, 

Through Concord street I took my way; 
I saw & sight I thought quite rare— 

A Hill walked out to take the Ayer. 
Since earth and air have met together, 
I think there'll be a change of weather. 

In Haverhill, Mass., August, 1829, 
Cotton K. Simpson, of Pembroke, N. H., 


to Miss Sarah R. Marble: 

An old calctlation of gain and loss

A happy expedient has lately been thought on 

By which Marble may gather and cultivate 
Cotton.

“Ah, there is a wicked gun, and it 
caused a good deal of trouble!” remarked 
Lieutenant Day, as he gingerly handled 
amurderous 48-caliber revolver, about 
as thick as it was long. Each chamber 
in the’ cylinder appeared as big and as 
gloomy as the approach of the Wash- 
ington street tunnel. “Offiéer Thomas 
was down on the levee one morning 
about two o’clock wheh suddenly he 
was startled by five reports in rapid suc- 
cession, which nearly shook the build- 
ings.’

The revolvers were all packed into a 
box, and then came envelope after en- 
velope, each containing one or more 
knives: ‘These were of all sorte of 
makes and quality. Some had human 
blood on them, having been taken from 
prisoners whose hands were reeking 
with the blood of a fellow-being. Not 
one prisoner in ten calls at the ser- 
geant’s desk after his trial to get his 
knife or revolver or other pocket pieces. 
So this collection grows to an enormous 
extent-in a year. Among the knives 
was one about an inch long. Itcon- 
tained a coiled steel saw, besides one 
thick blade. James Spades, when 
locked up about eight months ago, was 
searched, and some loose change was 
taken from him. The officers did not 
find this knife, as it was closely con- 
cealed in the sole of his shoe. That 
night the prisoner robbed a cell-mate 
of a $10 gold piece, and placed it in the 
same place of concealment. Ex-Ser- 
geant Tim Murphy, after all others had 
failed to find the stolen money, discov- 
ered the gold and knife. Spades said 
he meant to escape that night by saw- 
ing the bars of his cell—an easy thing 
to do with a saw like that of his knife. 

The collection contained about thirty 
coins from thirty different nations, 
among them being an old cart-wheel 
penny of the time of George III. of En- 
gland, @ated 1797. There were many 
ill-mated dice, old buttons, skeleton 
keys, brass rings, printers’ rules, a 
Chisel, a keyhole saw, match boxes; 
photographs, blank books, pocket 
books, tobacco-pouches, a  bull’s-eye 
lantern, @-lunch box, three bottles of 
medicine, several boxes of pills, a com- 
bination awl, carpenters’ rule, a cigar- 
lighter, a lead dollar,:a pair of kid 
gloves, collar buttons,’ ‘fish-hooks and 
many other unclaimed artiefés of little 
or no value, except, possibly, to the 
owners, who appeared to have either 
forgotten them or to have been too 
frightened to risk a visit for them.

There 
were also button-hooks made into lock 
pickers, and bits of steel wire formed
